THE CITY BOARD 

OF TRUSTEES 


The city board of trustees met 
in regular weekly session in the 
city hall last Monday night. All 
the members were present. 

Henry W. Kneese, in a commu¬ 
nication to the board offered his 
resignation as superintendent of 
streets, stating that his duties as 
city marshal and tax collector pre¬ 
vented him having sufficient time 
^o attend to the office of superin¬ 
tendent of streets. 

Upon motion of Trustee Healy, 
seconded by Trustee McGovern, 
the resignation was accepted. 

Upon motion of Trustee Healy, 
seconded by Trustee McGovern, 
a resolution providing for the ap¬ 
pointment of Frank Miner to the 
office at a salary of $40 per month 
was adopted. 

A communication was received 
from Geo. 11. Chapman, secretary 
of the local land company, stating 
that the board’s offer to lease 
about ten acres of land in the 
northern part of the city for park 
purposes at a rental of $250 a 
year, with the option of buying 
same for $1000 per acre before 
the lease expires, had been re¬ 
ceived and referred to the execu¬ 
tive committee of the company, 
and later the board would be fur¬ 
nished the decision of the com¬ 
mittee. 


1 Upon motion the communica¬ 
tion was ordered placed on lile. 

W. J. Martin, president of the 
local street railway company, was 
present and stated that the com¬ 
munication sent to him by Clerk 
Smith asking that the company 
give a twenty-minute street car 
service and a half-hour night ser¬ 
vice had been received by him and 
referred to the directors of the 
company, who would hold a meet¬ 
ing early in December, when they 
would determine what can be done 
in the matter. 

Upon motion of Trustee Mc¬ 
Govern, seconded by Trustee 
Healy, a contract to macadamize 
a portion of Mission road was 
awarded to Wm, Quinn for $300. 

Upon motion of Trustee Cun¬ 
ningham, seconded by Trustee 
McGovern, a resolution oidering 
the laying of concrete curbs and 
cement sidewalks on both sides of 
Grand avenue, between Maple and 
Chestnut avenues, was adopted. 

The proposition of calling pub¬ 
lic mass meetings ac which citi¬ 
zens can discuss the advisability 
of calling a special election for a 
bond issue to . instal a modern 
sewer system in this city was dis 
cussed at some length. Finally 
Trustee Cunningham was author¬ 
ized to engage Metropolitan Hall 
some evening next week for the 
first of a series of meetings to be 
i held.

MEET TO BE HELD 

NEAR THIS CITY 


Will 


Take Place as Early in January 
Next as Weather Conditions 
Will Permit 


An international aviation meet, to 
promote the science and sport of avi¬ 
ation, in which will participate the 
most famous aviators of America and 
Europe, will be given in January near 
Tanforan, under the auspices of the 
committee of business men of Ban 
Francisco. A mass meeting presided 
over by F. E. Bcotford was held in the 
assembly room of the chamber of com¬ 
merce last Monday afternoon, and the 
decision was made to have the most 
notable aviation meet ever held in tlie 
west. 

Seven hundred acres of land adjoin- 
the Tanforan racetrack property, with¬ 
in this city’s limits,adjacent to both the 
Southern Pacilic lines and the United 
Railroads interburban line, has been 
secured for the meet, and at least $100,- 
000 will be raised to insure the success 
of the air contests, which will be given 
for the residents of Ban Francisco and 
Northern California. 

Among the aviators who have agreed 
to appear in the meet are Brookins 
and Hoxsey of the Wright team, with 
the new Wright “baby” flyer; Glenn 
Curtiss and Ely and Willard of the 
Curtiss team; Hamilton Moissant, the 
Ban Francisco aviator, who first car¬ 
ried a passenger over the English chan¬ 
nel from France to England; Latham, 
Garros and Audemar, the French bird- 
men, and possibly DeLesseps, the 


monoplane flyer, who crossed the 
English channel. 

A varied program of flights will be 
! held at tHe aviation field and there 
will be prize cross country flights be¬ 
tween Ban Francisco and Sacramento, 
or Stockton, in which the Curtiss and 
I Wright teams will enter. There will 
be special prizes offered for California 
| aviators and for California built ma¬ 
chines. 

Tuesday afternoon Paul W. B. Beck, 
first lieutenant signal corps, U. B. A., 
secretary, and Dr. 1. B. Dalziel, an 
active member of the committee, vis¬ 
ited the site for the meet in company 
with W. J. Martin of this city. They 
were well pleased with the location. 

'l'lie field will be fenced and a large 
pavilion erected on the west side, 
where it will lie convenient for the 
thousands who will go to l lie meet on 
the Southern Pacilic and United Rail¬ 
roads cars. 

At the meeting of the aviation com¬ 
mittee in Ban Francisco yesterday W. 
J. Martin stated that flic trustees of 
this city were willing fo give the avia¬ 
tion meeting its necessary license 
without charge. At his suggestion a 
committee was named to attend the 
meeting of the board of trustees next 
Monday evening and secur<> the license.

West & Co. at a price of $2243, being 
the lowest bid. 

Donald McKenzie presented his res¬ 
ignation as superintendent of the j 
courthouse building, but it was not ac¬ 
cepted, it being the sense of the board | 
that he be retained until the new fur- j 
niture is installed and other work 
completed. 

Assessor Hayward was granted jrer- 
mission to employ an assistant to pre¬ 
pare maps, block books and abstracts 
of deeds to aid in making next year’s 
assessments.

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MUTINY IN NAVY 
ATJIO JANEIRO 

Demand for Reforms and Firing 
on Fort and City 


About 10 o’clock at night, Novem¬ 
ber 22d, as Captain Neves, command¬ 
ing the battleship Minas Geraes, at 
Rio Janeiro, came back from dinner 
on board the French training ship 
Duguay Trouin he heard a violent up¬ 
roar and a fusillade of shots. It was 
the crew of his vessel who had re¬ 
volted. 

Captain Neves and two other offi¬ 
cers offered resistance to some of the 
sailors, and were killed and one office” 
was mortally wounded. The mutinous 
crew meanwhile shouted “Long live 
liberty.” 

The insurrectionary movement then 
broke out on board the other new 
Brazilian Dreadnought, the battleship 
Sao Paulo, and on the scout, ship 
Bahia. All the officers having been 
landed, a plain sailor of the first class, 
named Jean Candido, took command 
of the squadron. 

Ammunition was provided, pro¬ 
visions were requisitioned and a coal 
depot on the Isle of Vienna was taken. 
Vessels were prevented from trans¬ 
porting coal destined for the French 
steamer Atlantique and the English 
steamer Oronosa. 

The movement was declared to be 
without political significance. The 
mutineers sent a message by radio¬ 
graph to President Fonseca setting 
forth their claims for an immediate 
abolition of corporal punishment on 
board ship, an increase in their pay 
according to the programme submit¬

Open Fire on City. 

The statement, added that a bom¬ 
bardment of the city and of the other 
ships in the harbor would follow the 
refusal of the demands. The Govern¬ 
ment refrained front replying to the 
ultimatum of the mutineers, and a 
moderately severe fire was soon 
opened upon the city. This continued 
at intervals all night. 

The inhabitants of Rio Janeiro were 
thrown into confusion by the sudden¬ 
ness of the event. 

On the morning of the 23d there 
was further firing upon the city by 
the mutineers, the shots coming at 
infrequent intervals. Little damage 
resulted. 

It has been learned that, besides 
Captain Neves and the two officers, 
several sailors also were killed. 

When the mutineers took control of 
the warships the vessels steamed 
around the bay, all of them flying the 
red Hag of revolt from tiie masts. The 
torpedo boat destroyers remained 
loyal and anchored in the farthest cor¬ 
ner of the bay. 

At 7 o’clock on the morning of the 
23d the Minas Geraes, the Sao Paulo, 
the Bahia and the battleship Marshal 
Floriana crossed the bar and fired on 
the fortress, which refrained from re¬ 
sponding. 

Curious crowds gathered on the 
water front watching the vessels ma¬ 
neuver. Surprise was expressed at 
the precision with which the giant 
fighting ships were handled by their 
sailor crews. It was difficult to 
imagine the absence of all the officers 
from the vessels. Once outside the 
bar, the squadron put about and again 
entered the bay, took up a position 
opposite the city and fired the big 
guns from all quarters of the ships. 
A shot from a small caliber gun en¬ 
tered a house on Casetillo hill, in the 
center of the city, killing two children 
and a woman.

MEXICAN SITUATION 
REPORTED BETTER 

Government Pouring Troops Into 
Disturbed Regions 


The Mexican commander in Ciudad 
Porfirio Diax has informed Customs 
Collector R. W. Dowe that Francisco 
I. Madero, claimant of the Presidency j 
of Mexico, was severely wounded in a 
fight Thursday at Guerrero between 
his forces and 200 rurales and cav¬ 
alry commanded by Colonel Fuentes 
and Lieutenant Nicanor Valdez. 

Authorities in Control. 

Mexican Consul Miguel E. Diebold i 
at Laredo, Texas, has received official 
advices that quiet has been restored 
in all places throughout the country 
except the Guerrero district in Chi¬ 
huahua, where 200 revolutionists are 
still making attacks on villages. The 
Consul says they are not revolution¬ 
ists, but bandits who are in the field 
to rob and pillage. 

General Lauro Villar, stationed in 
Nuevo Laredo, Mexico, has received 
official advices from all points in his 
jurisdiction, extending from Mata- 
moras to Columbia, thirty miles above 
Laredo on the Mexican side of the 
river, saying that everything is quiet 
along the border and in the immediate 
Interior. 

The Mexican Government still main-1 
tains a cordon of troops to guard the 
border. On the United States side of 
tiie Rio Grande troops are on guard 
from Brownsville to Del Rio, and ac¬ 
cording to information covering this 
stretch of territory quiet prevailed all 
day. 

Consul Diebold said the Mexican 
Government had the situation well in 
hand.

Notwithstanding the tranquil con¬ 
ditions, alarmist rumors are still in 
circulation.

The decision of the Appellate Court 
is briefly summed in these concluding 
words:

The opinion is written by Presiding

History of the Case. 

Ruef was indicted by the Oliver 
‘ Grand Jury for offering a bribe to 
Supervisor John .1. Furey, amounting 
l io $4000, in tiie matter of granting a 
! permit to I Ho United Railroads for 
the overhead trolley system. The trial 
commenced August 27, 1908, and con¬ 
tinued until the latter part of Decem¬ 
ber of that year before Superior Judge 
William Lawlor. On December 10, 
1908, the jury returned the verdict, 

I finding the former political boss guilty 
j as accused. 

i Immediately after the verdict Ruef, 
through bis attorneys, made a motion 
lor a new trial, and also a motion in 
: arrest of judgment. Both motions 
were denied by the Court. Lawlor 
i then pronounced sentence ordering 
him to serve fourteen years at San 
| Quentin. The decision handed down 
recently by the Justices of the District 
Court of Appeal is on the appeal 
prosecuted from the judgment and 
! from the order executed by Judge 
Lawlor. 

Rebukes Methods Used. 

The appeal consisted of twenty-four 
bound volumes, containing 12,000 
printed pages, besides ten volumes of 
briefs, the total appeal aggregating 
2800 printed pages.

They had 
vanished. 

“Where the deuce am I?” I exclaim¬ 
ed. 

“Luckily not frozen,” was the reply. 

They told me that I had been found 
asleep in my automobile, had been car¬ 
ried to the house in which I was and 
revived with the greatest difficulty. 

Now. I am not going to suggest that 
there was anything remarkable in 
one’s seeing the sights I did when un¬ 
conscious. Nevertheless there is a cu¬ 
rious coincidence connected with the 
matter. I learned that the house to 
which I was carried and where I wit¬ 
nessed the tragedy was several hun¬ 
dred years old and had once been oc¬ 
cupied by Mary, queen of Scots.
